“We asked for our baggage and 
money and papers. We were told 
we would be given them at the sta- 
tion. We carried more than $3000 
of American gold into Rugsis, 
which had been taken from us, and 
we refused to move without it and 
VWaere thrown back into another 
prison, where my wife was the only 
woman in a cell twenty feet square 
with myself and thirty other men 

“Five days a we were sent to 
Reval, penniless. There the Amer- 
ican Y.M.C.A. gave us shelter, but 
my wife had syffered too much, I 
buried her there, assisted by the 
American Consul and “Y.M.C.A. 
workers, and I am carrying a pic- 
ture of her grave back to our chil- 
den and to the American workers 
who know how devoted she had 
been to their cause. 

“When the Bolshevist Minister, 
Guchkoff, at Reval, heard I was 
considering delivering a lecture to 
the workmen there on conditions in 
Russia, he sent for me and told me 
he would get money fer me from 
Tehitcherin if I would leave.

The consequence of such a eet 
nopoly, Mill« declares, is to operate | 
against Americans “seeing America 
first” by placing tourists under un- 
American restrictions in the chief 
picturesque areas of the public do- 
main. 


The suit against the government 
is brought in the name of Charlies 
Robbins, a resident of the Bstes 
Park, who has carried it up to the) 
Court of Appeals after ah adverse. 
decision in a lower court in Colorado. | 

The brief to be filed in behalf of | 
Robbins tomorrow sets up the con-' 
tention that the roads in the Rocky | 
Mountain National Park are public 
roads and that the right to use these 
roads for either business or pleasure | 
is a common right. 

The brief argues that a monopo- 
listic transportation concession in 
this park abrogates the road rights 
of individuals and the public. Mo- 
nopolies are odious in law, it is urged, 
and when they are claimed it is re- 
quired that express and indubitable 
authority be shown for their crea- 
tion. No authority, it is declared, Is) 
conferred either expressly or by im- 
plication upon the park officials. 

The brief further holds that the 
prohibition of all carriers except the| 
monopoly carriers affects the value 
of privately owned land and gives, 

over municipally owned roads to a 
monopoly, ¢ontrary to the terms of 
the act creating the park which pro- 
vided that ‘no lands located within 
the park boundaries now held in pri- 
vate, municipal or State ownership 
shall be affected by or subject to the 
provisions of this act.” — 

The brief further quotes the act 
creating the park as providing that 
the public have.the “‘freest use” of 
the park and that the park also have 
“reasonable rules and regulations not 
inconsistent with the laws of the 
United States.”

According to the Times’ 

correspondent, Bela Kun went to 
Moscow after hit escape from Vienna. 
There he told Lenine that the new 


Hungarian regime imprisoned 
thousands of his former followers 
‘and meant to execute the leaders 
Lenine immediately ordered the ar. 
rest of every Hungarian noble among 
the masses of war prisoners. Among 
those arrested were Count Sczechen- 
i. a relative of Gladys Vanderbilt's 

husband, bearing the same\ name, 
and Count Teleki, a brother of the 
Hungarian Premier. 

THREAT FORWARDED. 

More than a month ago a Hungar- 
ian court-martial secretly ordered 
four of the people’s commissars to 


imprisonment. However, the secret 
became known in Moscow, where- 
upon M. Tehitcherin, the soviet 
Foreign Minister, .sent fhe follow- 
ing telegram: “if our n com- 
missars are killed we will Ml 
Hungarian hostage in our 

as we consider otie Bolshevik oe 
missar worth 435 Hungarians” An 
exchange of telegrams followed, but 
the Hungarian press was prohibited 
(from publishing a word. 

| The Bolshevik threats were effec- 
tive. yo was forced not only 
to pardon fom missars, but 
every one whom Bela Kun chose 
to have come to Russia. In returh 


{Tehttcherin promised to release all 


the Hungarians when transportation 


was availiable. 

The corre dent’s 4 tches al- 
so state that the so-called white 
terrer in Budapest was ended, due 

the pressure of Russian threats, 
the opinion of the outside world and 
the action of the British labor unions. 
The recent raid on the Hotel Brit- 
tania with the capture of 100 offi- 
cera, who are still imprisoned, Was 


‘ithe death blow to terrorism. 


However, three terrorist leaders 
who are the chief backers of Ad- 
miral Horthy—Baron Hejjas, Baron

Consul-General Protests and 
Bails Out Officials. 


Bay City Smells War Coming; 
Chinatown Here Agog. 


DISPATCH.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.— 
Bursting through locked and barred 
doors, the Chinatown police squad, 
under tective Sergt. Harry Walsh 
and Detective George Hippely ar- 
rested eighty-six tong men and, they 
believe, averted, temporary at least, 
ithe beginning of one of the bloodiest 
wars ever waged in the Chinese quar- 
ters tonight. 

Many of the Chinese placed under 
urrest, are Suspected as gunmen, who 
were imported to avenge the murder 
of two members of the Bing Kong 
Tong: in Los Angeles last week. The 
raid yesterday yielded as prisoners, 
the presiding officers of the Bing 
Kong and Four Families tongs. Sixty- 
five Bing Kongs and twenty-one of 
the Four Families were arrested. 

Following the arrest of the Chi- 
nese, police blockades were placed 
on the Bing Kong headquarters at 
35 Waverly Place, and in front of 
the Feur Families headquarters at 
744-A Washington strect. 

A raid the Hip Sing; headquar- 
fers at 137 Waverly Place, yielded 
no prisoners, but a police guard w: 
stationed at the headquarters, with 
orders from Walsh to arrest any 
member of the tong who approached. 

The Bing, Kongs who, with the 
Four Families, have been arrayed 
against the Hop Sings, protested that 
the meeting was a “peace confer- 
ence,’ but Walsh and his squad were 
skeptical. The presence of no other 
tong man and the barred and locked 
doors moved Walsh to order every 
one of the Chinese in the place taken 
to the City Prison. 

The raiders found but one pistol 
after a search of the eighty-six pris- 
oners, and that was taken from one 
of the Bing Kongs. No sooner had 
the tong men been booked at the city 
prison than Chao Hsin Chu, Consul- 
yeneral in San Francisco from 
China, appeared at the office of Po- 
lice, Chief Daniel O’Brien to protest 
at the wholesale arrest Of his coun- 
trymen. Consul-General Chu posted 
bail for the leaders of the tong men 
under arrest and again repaired to 
Police Chief O'Brien's office to re- 
new his protest. 

Mr. Chu told Chief O’Brien that 
the tong meetings, although held 
behind locked ~- and barred doors, 
were nothing more harmful than 
conference to aveéid bloodshed be- 
tween the Bing Kongs and Four 
Families on one side and the Hip 
Sings on the other. 

Chief O’Brien replied that a 
“peace’’ conference of the _ rival 
tongs was to have been held yester~ 
dey afternoon with representatives 
of the police department as um- 


} pires, but the meeting had not been 


held. As the conference proceed- 
ed friends of the Chinese under ar- 
rest arrived- at the Hall of Justice 
with bail. Within two hours after 
the raids by Walsh's men the tong 
men were at liberty on bail. Before 
leaving O'’Brien*s office last night, 
Consu!l-General Chu promised that 
he would do all in his power to 
avert hostilities until tonight, when 
another “peace” meeting will be 
held. Chief O’Prien, Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. L M. Golden and representa- 
tives of every tong concerned in 
the impending warfare promised to 
attend the meeting tonight. 

It was reported yesterday that no 
less than fifteen Bing Kong gunmen 
are on their way to San Francisco 
from Coast cities. 

In the meantime, leaders of the 
rival tongs have gone into hiding 
to await the passing of the storm. 


EXCITEMENT HERE. 

Following the arrest of eighty-six 
members of the Bing Kong tong in 
San Frapceisco for holding a secret 
meeting, an undercurrent of unrest 
pervaded the atmosphere in China- 
town last night. 

Local members of the Bing Kong 
tong who went to San Francisco to 
attend the peace parley were among 
those arrested. Since the news of 
the raid reached the local tong 
headquarters the Chinese tong men 
here have been in constant com- 
munication by long-distance tele- 
phone with their agents in San 
Francisco. 

Further tong murders in China- 
town here are expected by the police 
to occur at any moment. The pa- 
tience of the Bing Kongs, they say. 
has about reached its zenith and 
trouble is destined to break-in full 
force at any time.

Prepares for More.

Little Damage Reported- to 
Fruits, Vegetables. 


The citrus groves of Southern Cali- 
fornia weathered the coldest night 
of the season Monday night without 
suffering noticeable frost damage, ac- 
cording to Earl Dezell, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange. 

Various districts in the citrus belt, 
such as Whittier, Pomona and Up- 
land, reported temperatures ranging 
downward from 30 deg. during 
the night, but R. L. Knox, manager 
of the San Antonio .Fruit Exchange 
at Pomona, said yesterday afternoon 
that he had heard of no frost injury 
to fruit in his district. 


Half a dozen citrus districts kept. 


their orchard heaters going at a lively 
clip throughout the night. Pomona 
reported lighting up early, but only 
kept the border rows of heaters go- 
ing, in most cases. Frost was felt at 
Pomovua as early as 9 p.m., and the 
temperature dropped to 26 deg. fora 
short time early yesterday 

Frost warnings Were sent out by 


the government Weather Bureau 
last night. 
The torecast was “killing frost’ 


for this morning. Last night was 
clear generally over Southern Cali- 
fornia and fruit growers antici- 
pated low temperatures towards 
daybreak, but at midnight the outl- 
look was not alarming. 

At 16 o'clock San Bernardino re- 
ported a temperature 3 deg. warmer 
than at the same hour the night 
before; Pomona stood at 36 deg.; 
North Whittier at 35 deg- and Red- 
lands at 37 gs. At Pomona the air 
was clear and sharp and the tei- 
perature was slowly dropping. It 
was expected that considerable or- 
chard heating would be done be- 
tween 4 and 6 a.m. Riverside re- 
ported a temperaufre slightly higher 
than the night before, with growers 
ready to smudge. 

Whittier men said last night that 
the 27-deg. temperature of Tuesday 
morning did not seem to hurt their 
oranges. Several tests were made 
during the day and the juice cells 
were not burst in the Valencia 
oranges. 

Growers in several districts last 
night said they do not intend to 
waste oi] and labor in orchard heat- 
ing. They believe that if a part of 
the orange crop should be frosted 
the remainder of it would bring 
enotgh more money to compensate 
them for the loss. : 

IN THE NORTH. 
[sy «A FP. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.--Tem- 
peratures below freezing point and 
killing frosts were general in Cali- 
fornia last night, endangering 
ripening citrus fruit truck 
produce, the United States Weather 
Bureau reported today. The lowest 
temperature was on Mt. Wilson, 18 
degrees above zero. 

Return of the frosts and low tem- 
peratures tonight and tomorrow 
morning is expected by the bureau. 
Fruit and truck growers through- 
out the central and southern por- 
tions of the State have been warned 
to take precautions to save great 
damage. 

Some of the temperature figures 
were: Corona, 29; El Cajon, 31; 
Santa Barbara, San Jose, 30; Lind- 
say, Pomona, Riverside, 26; Merced, 
Redlands, San Bernardino, Santa 
Rosa, 27; Orland, Stockton, Fresno, 
32: Oroville, Porterville, San Luis 
Obispo, 28; Rocklin, 24; Red Bluff, 
34: Sacramento, 36; Los Angeles, 
San Diego, 38. 

The low temperatures were caused 
by a high pressure area over 
virtually t whole State, permitting 
northerly winds to come in from 
freezing areas in the Northwest 
and Rocky Mountain regions. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 11.—Heavy 
frost in Sacramento county last 
night caused no damage to fruit, so 
far as reported. The minimum 
temperature reported last night in 
Sacramento was 34. 


STOCKTON, Jan. 11.—-The cold- 
est day of the year was recorded this 
morning when the thermometer 
registered 24 deg. Much of the 
benefit of the recent abundant 
moiture was offset in the drying cold, 
which will check pasturage growth 
and delay planted grains. 


OAKLAND, Jan. 11.—A minimum 
of 34 was reached in the recent cold 
snap in this county. Last night's 
lowest was 40 deg. No ascertainable 
damage has been done to any kind of 
crops. January's record minimum 
here is 29 deg. 


FRESNO, Jan. 11.—The expected 
killing frost did not appear here this 
morning. .W. E.. Bonnett. weather 
forecaster, reported. No damage was 
done, he said. : 


BAKERSFIELD, Jan. 11.—The 
heaviest frost of the season was re- 
ported here last night but no dam- 
age was done, according to county 
horticultural and agricultural of- 
ficials. 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 11.—The 
lowest temperature of the season was 
recorded here early today when the 
thermometers registered 30 deg. at 6 
a.m.

peal there ordered dismissal of the 
$175,000 damage suit which Lapi- 
que had filed against Mrs. Agoure 
and others for asserted false impris- 
onment on two different occasions. 

Yesterday's decision was the last 
of a leng series of legal defeats far 
Lapique, who has figure in the 
courts here so many times that last 
year Department Two of the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal officially duo- 
bed him a “perennial litigant.” 

When Pierre Agouce, wealthy 
French pioneer resident and land 
owner died. here in November, 1912, 
Lapique filed a succession of suits 
against Mrs. Agoure and against the 
estate. He first set up the charge 
that he and Mr. Agoure had been 
in partnership, then he submitted 
Lillis fer thousands of dollars for 
supposed services. Later he tried 
to have Mrs. Agoure disqualified as 
incompetent to administer her hus- 
hand’s $800,000 estate, and finally he 
questioned the means by which she 
obtained a homestead worth $300,- 
000, 
These legal battles led to the filing 
of affidavits by Lapique, which at- 
tacked Mrs. Agoure and charged that 
she and others had conspired to 
eause Mr. Agoure’s death bv 
istering formawichyde. Several judges 
om the Superior Bench were also as- 
sniled in the affidavits which were 
officially termed “scandalous and 
malicious” and resulted in Lapique 
being sent to jail for 250 days tor 
contempt of court. 

These affidavits were in turn fol- 
lowed by the filing of ten different 
libel guits by Mrs. Agoure and others 
who were attacked by the “perennial 
litigant.” and Lapique was seMenced 
to spend a year in jail for criminal 
libel. 

During one of Lapique’s numerous 

hearings he made a remark. reflect- 
ing upon Mrs. Agoure, whereupon 
Walter Brinkop, son-in-law of Mrs. 
Acoure, pummelled Lapique in the 
court-room and later cheerfully paid 
a £100 fine for the beating which he 
had administered. Subsequently 
Lapique petitioned the Legislature 
to impeach Judges Wood and York 
of the Superior Court of this county. 
He charged misconduct in office, but 
the charges were never taken serl- 
ously by the public or by the Legisia- 
ture. 
After Lapique had served his two 
jail terms he filed thé $175,000 dam- 
age action which was dismissed yes- 
terday. In its decision the Court of 
Appeal held that there was no cause 
of action established and that the 
various counts in Lapique’s complaint 
wera not substantiated.

IGHTING FOR BUSINESS. 

Industry wil] win rewards in the pe- 
riod of reconstruction that has been usb- 
ered in with, the New Year. The country 
will do more business than last year or 
the year before. Profits will be made, but 
they will be less universal than during the 
easy years of the war. The government 
has borrowed its billions and spent them. 
Private industry must pick up the burden 
from where it is now cast down. Business 
will no longer go hunting for efficiency, but 
efficiency must bestir itself and go after 
business. 

Many: machines are running slackly since 
the stimulus of a World War has been with- 
drawn. Unemployment has crept out after 
four years of hiding and, like a hungry wolf, 
is stalking everyone who fails to keep pace 
with his company. Success will thrust it- 
self this year on no one. He will get a 
lion’s share of the country’s business who 
goes after it and fights for it. Those who 
simply stand with plate extended, like a 
beggar before a church, will find few alms 


eo#| dropping into the platter. 


During the last four or five years wages 
have advanced faster than production. Ex- 
perts report that the efficiency in most of 
the great industrial plants of the country 
last year was from 30 to 50 per cent below 
normal. Men and women who were work- 
ing shorter hours were producing less per 
hour than during the period when the hours 
were longer. Manufacturers who were re- 
ceiving double the amount for their goods 
that they received before the war were giv- 
ing poorer goods im return. Taking easy 
profits became a habit with employers, just 
as striking became a habit with employees. 
Both are bad habits that must be broken up. 

Poor service was accepted by the public 
in the spirit of a patriotic sacrifice while 
millions of our young men were in train- 
ing camps or at the front; but the demo- 
dilization of the treops has been finished 
and the demobiliz=t' on of the dollars is rap- 
laly taking place. There are ro more “cost- 


} plus” contracts to be let by the govern- 


ment. The war industries have passed with 
the war. And the public has returned to a 
frame of mind where for every dollar ex- 
pended it will insist on value received. 

With reduced prcits the merchant and 
manufacturer will neturally seek to mar- 
ket goods at the least possible expense. 
Price has again become an object. The 
retailer will be able to buy where he de- 
sires. He will not be compelled to plead 
with the manufacturers for the privilege of 
purchasing goods. Quality and price are 
again the dominant factors in industry. 
For the rustlers business will be good dur- 
ing the next twelve months, but it will be 
a hard season for the drones. 


Problems of distribution are again facing 
those with products to market. During the 
war the transportation service was out- 
rageously bad; but the merchants were 
not seriously crippled by it, because there 
were more purchasers than goods and the 
public was willing to wait in line for them. 
In other words, the business was then go- 
ing after the merchant; but it is the mer- 
chant who must now go after the business. 

Wages are already seeking lower levels 
and, where the workmen refuse to accept 
reductions, the shops and plants are clos- 
ing. Working conditions are no longer to 
the liking of the slacker and the inefficient. 


Employers are demanding service in return. 


tor wages. The number of unemployed in 
the country js again numbered by the hun- 
dreds of thousands. When good men are 
idie the idiers in industry are likely to be 
forced out. The period. has returned when 
a day’s labor must balance with a day's 
pay. 


We repeat that the markets are still here, 
that the gross sales of the year will be 
greater than last year, but the period of 
reckless buying is ended. 8. E. Thomason, 
business manager of the Chicago Tribune, 
gave in a recent article in that paper the 
following interesting forecast of the year's 
business: 

* In many ways this will be the best 

year we have had: but it will not be a 

soft year, or ap easy year, or a boom 

year such as we have just experienced. 

General business conditions will resem- 

ble those of 1915, or the year before 

the war broke out in 1914. 

There will be great opportunities, but 
there will be great competition for them 
and only those who battie hard and in- 
telligently will win out. It will be a 


grand year to develop a hard-hitting _ 


selling force. 


That spirit ig the one in which the prob- 
lems of the new year should ve faced. It is 
going to be a year of action. There will 
be business casualties, hundreds of them, 
but there will be a greater number of 
business vict®ries. It will be a hard year 
for such members of the labor unions as 
have been preaching revolution and prac- 
ticing sabotage. In fact, it will be a hard 
year in this country for agitators generally. 
They are going to find the average work- 
man too much engrossed in hig task to lend 
an ear to idle and profitiess conversation. 


On the othef hand, it should be a great 
year for the openshop movement; for it 
will be a yedr in which the stamp of effi- 
cleacy will give a better title to a job than 
the totem of a labor union. Service alone 
will be a guaranty of employment—not class, 
party nor creed.

NITED FRONT. 

Congressman Randall is reported as 
telling his friends that his re-election is 
certain, in spite of his overwhelming defeat 
by the late Mr. Van de Water. Randall 
says that the nomination of Maj. Lineber- 
ger was “without regularity” and he expects 
to create enough dissension to enable him- 
self to .win by combining the Democratic 
and prohibition votes in his behalf. Randall 
edmits that he will not get the Republican 
support he once had. He has lost that for- 
ever. His only chance of election would 
be through promoting a multiplicity of Re- 
publican candidates and dividing the vote. 
This cannot be done. All the Republicans: 
of the district were given full opportunity 
in the selection of a nominee: 

Under the circumstances no nomination 
could be more spontaneous and representa- 
tive than that of Maj. Lineberger. He is 
the choice of the rival candidates them- 
selves. He is the survivor of the most rep- 
resentative conference his party hag eld 
for years. He is also nominated by a peti- 
tion carrying the names of thousands of 
signers. Although Randal] may assert that 
he is named “without regularity,” Maj. Line- 
berger has the most substantial foothold 
that any Republican candidate has bad in 
his district for a decade. In view of the 
character and extent of his support and 
the splendid quality of his indorsements 
there can be no division of the Republican 
vote sufficient to give Randall a hope. Re- 
publicans who might have preferred some 
Cther candidate to Maj. Lineberger will 
not permit their votes to be deflected in any 
way that might benefit Randall. 

With the special election set for Febru- 
ary 15 but one Republican candidate can 
Lope to win. That one is Maj. Lineberger 


of Long Beach and he will command the 


eupport of loyal Republicans on his merits 
ag a man as well as the regularity of his 
selection as standard bearer. 


LARGEST UNIVERSITY. 

The announcement by President Bar- 
rows of an enrollment of 37,480 at the Unt- 
versity of California emphasizes how com- 
pletely a very young university has out- 
stripped, in numbers at least, the Univer- 
sity of Paris, generally regarded as the 
“mother of learning.” 

After California, the second university 
of the world is Columbia, with itg 31,000 
students. The University of Paris, which 
up to a few years ago had maintained for 
centuries an enroliment amounting to fully 
twice that of any other educational) institu- 
tion, now hag about 20,000 students. 

Starting out as primarily a training place 
for dialecticians, the University of Paris 
rapidly became world-renowned and exer- 
cised a tremendous influence on politics, 
teligion and learning. For more than six 
centuries before the University of Califor- 
nia was dreamed of it was a gathering place 
for the most ambitious men of Europe. For 
fully three centuries before the Old World, 
for all its Jearning, had ever heard of Amer- 
ica it was the storm center for many of 
the decisive movements of history, 

Starting out merely as a State institu- 
tion, the University of California has to- 
day reached the point where it not only 
leads in number of students, but is, with 
the possible exception of Columbia, the 
most cosmopolitan institution of learning 
on the face of the earth. To a degree which 
Europe knows but little, it is the point of 
intellectual stimulus for thousands of men 
and women in the most distant lands. The 
ideas implanted in the minds of future lead- 
ers in the Orient who are now attending 
California in hundreds is certain to have, 
an influence upon world affairs comparable 


with and probably greater thao that of the 


University of Paris when it stood pre-emi. 
nent in the world. 
Almost equally important’ with the 


thoughts which such a university as that 
of California sends out to other lands are 
the ideas which it brings to this country 
from the contact of so many American stu- 
dents?with so many of the best men from 
abroad. 

Compared with the almost boundless cur- 
riculum of California or of any other large 
university of today the courses of study in 
the early institutions seem narrow indeed. 


Philosophy, as the handmaid of theology. | 


formed the backbone of the studies, and yet 
the universities were not remote from life, 
for theology and philosophical questions 
were grimly important to all men then. 
In those days an error in logic, on some 


question which most of us today have never 


heard of and would be bored to death with 
if it were mentioned, might meanethe ravag- 
ing of a whole country or the exile of bhun- 
Greds of thousands of men. Logic as a 
pastime is not normally exciting, but when 
it becomes the arbiter of the lives and for- 
tunes of entire races the question of the 
soundness or falsity of a premise takes on 
keenness. 

Incidentally, the fact that all of the mod- 
ern vuniversities have not thrown off the 
shackles of their past is shown in the re- 
fusal of the University of Cambridge to 
confer its degrees on women, even after 
they had been given the franchise by the 
most conservative government of the mod- 
ern world. | 

In the growth of the University of Cali- 
fornia, as of most of the American insti- 
tutions, there has been an absence of that 
fluctuation in membership and that acute 


element of tragedy which formed so large 


a part of life in the early institutions. 
Plague and pestilence.and war repeatedly 
depopulated the best universities of medie- 
val Europe. Men starved and resorted to 
all kinds of desperate devices to go on with 
their studies. Francois Villon, who will 
probably be rated one of the immortals of 
France, put it down as the proudest fact 
in his sordid life of crime that he had been 
a student at “the university.” 

Alongside the hardships of the early stu- 
dents the narratives of modern poor boys 
at college seem pale indeed. Similarly the 
rah-rah life at its most boisterous stage in 
America ts like wrist-slapping to the ca- 
rousing days in the older seats. 

The really significant fact regarding the 
University of California’s situation among 
the institutions of today is that it will be. 
come increasingly the intellectual] power- 
house for the leaders in all lands and at 
the same time the pace-setter for that great 
civilization which is just beginning td 
emerge on the Pacific.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—-A 
bill designed to prevent the “fixing” 
of baseball games through bribery 
or other control of the players was 
‘submiltted today to State Senator 
Lawrence J. Flaherty of San Fran- 
| ciseo for introduction at the present 
‘geasion of the Legislature. It was 
prepared by William H. McCarthy, 
president of the Pacific Coast League 
of baseball clubs. Senator Flaherty 
is expected to present the bill _to- 
morrow. 

McCarthy's announcement said in 


art: 
i “The law ts, perhaps, as drastic 
a piece of legisiation as could be 
prepared. It makes it a felony 
punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$5000 or imprisonment not to ex- 
ceed five years, or by both, to give, 
offer, promise or attempt to give 
anything of value to any participant 
in a ball game. with the under- 
standing that such player shall not 
use his best efforts to win. It 
covers owners, officials, ball players 
and umpires as well, and provides a 
like punishment both for those who 
offer bribes and t who accept, 

“I am confident that the law will 
be passed by both houses. 

“Similar laws will be introduced 
into the legislatures of Oregon, 
Washington and Utah for the pro- 
tection of the Pacific Coast and I 
am hoping that other States through- 
out the country will follow our foot- 
steps.”

City Attorney Says Better 
Pass It Rather Than Strike 
Blow at Initiative. 


City Attorney Jess E. Stephens is 
acheduleg to read to the Council this 
morning a recommendation that the 
Councilmen adopt a proposed ordi- 
nance to regulate rents in Los An- 
geles and aimed to prevent profiteer- 
ing. Mr. Stephens states, as did his 
predecessor, Judge Burnell, that al! 
jue Courts up to this time have held 
that cities have not the power to reg- 

.4.e rents, but he contends that the 
Council has not the power to block 
the initiative by reason of its belief 
that a measure is unconstitutional. 
He saya. that the testing of the con- 
stitutionality rests with the courts.

Ar- 
thur Robertson and George Husted.

spiracy but who were not present 
were Freddie Bishop, Tarrvy Baldhorn 
and another named Burlsmith.
